Subject:  Establishment  of  Inter-Agency  Committees  on 

Industrial  Feeding. 


This  memorandum  deals  with  the  establishment  of  Inter-Agency 
Committees  at  Regional,  State  and  area  levels,  a  step  which  the 
Washington  Inter-Agency  Committee  approved  at  its  meeting  on 
November  9,  1943.    FDA  Regional  Directors  are  requested  to  take 
the  initiative  \p.  establishing  such  committees  in  their  regions, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  FDA  representatives. 


Purpose  of  Inter-Agency  Committees 

The  Washington  Inter-Agency  Committee  on  Food  for  Workers  agreed 
that  the  establishment  of  counterparts  of  that  Committee  would 
result  in  effecti"*3  coordination  and  would  facilitate  operation 
of  the  industrial  feeding  program.     Such  committees  will  be 
concerned  primarily  with  problems  affecting  operation  of  the 
program  within  their  areas. 

Regional  and  other  Inter-Agency  Committees  which  may  be  established 
will  operate  within  the  frame-work  of  the  Inter-Agency  agreement 
(attached  to  CFRB  Mem©  E-l)  and  instructions  issued  by  the  co- 
operating agencies.     Such  committees  will  function  in  an  advisory 
capacity  to  FDa  Regional  Directors.    Through  the  committees, 
liaison  will  be  established  and  machinery  provided  for  the  pooling 
of  resources  for  program  development  and  operation  and  for  the 
distribution,  of  program  information. 

Regional  Directors  might  call  on  the  committees  for  assistance  in  a 
number  of  problems,  for  example: 

(a)  In  mailing  surveys  of  the  adequacy  of  industrial 
feeding  in  an  area  or  in  a  particular  industry. 

(b)  In  making  recommendations  on  ■problems  of  special 
groups  of  workers,  and  plants  or  Industries,  e.g. 
mining,  logging,  small  plants. 


fe)     In  dealing  with  community  probltawi  affq$|lri£  Industrial 
feeding,  e.g.  housing,  transportation^  sanplcetlng, 
community  restaurant  facilities, 

(d)  In  the  development  of  plans  vhera  negessary  for 
bringing  into  us3  community  feeding  facilities,  e.g, 
school,  church,  lodge  and  union  hiill, 

(e)  In  enlisting  coon  ration  of  stale  a#A  legal  agencies 
in  the  screening  of  requests  for  assistance. 

(f)  In  planning  of  nutrition  education  a^tt7|ttes. 

Where  formal  committees  are  not  established,  IT^i  v|ll  continue  to 
work  on .particular  problems  directly  with  the  agencies  ooncerned. 

Areas  of  Operation, 

Committees  may  be  established  at  the  regional  $<@irf)  and  at  state 
and  area  levels,  as  deemed  desirable  by  FDA  Ragjionitl  Directors. 
Because  of  the  variations  in  regional  boundaries  of  the  agencies 
involved,  it  will  be  necessary  in  *ome  insfa^OftS  tq  establish  several 
committees  within  FDA  regions.    It  will  probably  alio  be  necessary 
to  establish  some  committees  with  jurisdiction  ov©r  parts  of 
adjoining  FDa  regions.    Areas  of  operation  should  bp  agreed  on  with 
representatives  of  Che  other  agencies  «nd,  where  ^pesspcry,  with 
other  FDa  Regional  Directors.

gomposition  qf  iTie^d  Committees 

Invitations  to  participate  in  the  work  of  thes^  fi$ld  committees 
should  be?  extended  to  representatives  of  all  agonies  on  the  Washington 
Committee,    Regional  Inter-Agency  Committees  should  also  include 
representatives  of  the  Office  of  Community  War  Services  of  the 
Federal  Security  Agency,  and  may  include  representation  from  other 
Federal  agencies,  e.g.,  Federal  Public  Housing  authority  and  the 
Committee  on  Congested  Production  .ureas,  >

In  requesting  participation  of  the  WP3,  representation  from  both 
the  Office  of  Labor  and  the  Office  of  Civilian  Requirements  should 
be  obtained.    The  OPA  should  be  represented  by  both  the  Labor 
Office  and  someone  concerned  with  institutional  rationing.  The 
WIIC  representative  should  be  someone  attached  to  the  Bureau  of 
Manpower  Utilisation  Staff.    The  Food  Service  Directors  of  the 
Army  Service  Commends  should  be  requested  to  designate  representatives. 
FWA  representation  should  be  obtained  through  FWA  regional 
directors.    U.S.P.H.S.  representation  should  be  obtained  through 
the  Iledical  Directors  of  the  U.S.P.H.S,  Districts.    Office  of  Com- 
munity War  Services    representation  may  bs  obtained^  through  the 
Regional  Directors,    There  will  be  no  formal  Nayy  representation.
